ARSENAL REHABILITATION 


—. the manufacturing arsenals of 
the Army’s Ordnance Department are 
the means of keeping the art of munitions 
making alive in normal times it is of pri 
mary importance, emphasize Army offi 
ers, that these establishments be 
equipped to turn out their products with 
the maximum of efficiency and quality 
and at the lowest possible cost. 

Necessity of attaining these three opti- 
mums takes on added significance when it 
isrealized that it is not planned, nor can 
it be hoped, to have the government 
arsenals produce the munitions that 
would be needed in war. Therefore, to 
sifeguard the government’s interests its 
own products must be made at a cost that 
will serve as a means of measuring con- 
tract costs, and of a quality that will set 
th example for private industry. 

Congress, concurring in the Army’s 
views on the importance of keeping the 
arsenals up to date in equipment, appro 
priated for the present fiscal year 1940 the 
sum of $6,000 000 for replacement of obso- 
lete machinery in the arsenals. A like 
sim has been included in the budget esti- 
mates for 1941, now before the Congress. 

Maj. Gen. Charles M. Wesson, Chief of 
Ordnance, has stated that $20,000,000 is 
necessary to carry out the rehabilitation 
program. This would leave $8,000,000 yet 
to be obtained and spent after 1941, and 
itis the hope of the Ordnance Depart 
ment that the rehabilitation program will 
hea continuing one until it has been com 
pleted. 

Speaking of the need of rehabilitation, 
General Wesson recently stated: “While 
we do not intend to increase the capacity 
of the arsenals, we do, however, intend to 
make full use of their existing facilities. 
Also we sincerely hope to be able to re 
Place with modern machinery a substan 


| tial amount of the obsolescent machinery 


with which the arsenals are now 
equipped.” 

The machinery now being replaced was 
installed’ for the most part during the 
World War. Some is even older. Some of 
the old machinery will go into reserve 
igainst time of emergency; much 
fapable of no further productive use and 
ls being traded-in on the new equipment. 
About 80 per cent of the arsenal’s equip 
ment is of war or pre-war vintage. 

Of the $6,000,000 made available by the 
180 supply bill, $5,762,968 has been allo 
‘ited to the six manufacturing arsenals, 
4120000 to Field Service for new ma 
chinery to carry on maintenance, $90,000 
to the Ordnance School for machinery, 
tnd $27,032 is still to be apportioned 
‘mong the arsenals. Practically all of the 
Procurement contracts have been let, but 
it will be another six months before de- 
liveries are completed.

Changes in Navy Dept. Favored by Sec. Edison 


Secretary of the Navy Edison, in one 
of his first major moves since assuming 
his cabinet post, has advised the Chair 
man of the House Naval Affairs commit 
tee that “the time is ripe” for making 
long needed improvements in Navy De 
partment organization. The Secretary 
recommended a basis for reorganization 
which he said should be “adopted and im 
plemented either by Presidential Execu 
tive order, under his reorganization pow 
ers, or by act of Congress at this session.’ 

Mr. Edison’s recommendations were 
contained in a letter to Chairman Carl 
Vinson in response to a request from the 
latter for “frank and candid” opinions on 
the Chairman’s bill to reorganize the 
Navy Department and to establish a sin 
gle promotion list. 

President's Views 
At the same time it became known that

President Roosevelt, commenting on the 
powers of the Chief of Operations, made 
his views clear by stating that the Seere 
tary of the Navy “is responsible to the 
Congress for the spending of money on 
repairs and alterations to vessels and the 
supply of personnel and material.” 

“In my judgement,” the President con 
tinued, “he would too greatly delegate 
this power if he delegated to the Chief 
of Operations the duty of issuing direct 
orders to the bureaus and offices, * * * Be- 
cause the Secretary of the Navy is in the 
last analysis the official responsible to the 
President and the Congress, and, because 
civilian control of the Army and Navy 


has always been regarded as essential 
not only by the Congress, but by both 


services, it is of the utmost importance 
that the Secretary of the Navy himself

Committee Investigates Marine Corps Selection 


A five man subcommittee of the Senate 
Naval Affairs Committee was named 25 
Jan. by Senator David I. Walsh, of Mass., 
Chairman, to make a study of the method 
of selecting brigadier generals in the Ma 
rine Corps. 

The subcommittee, headed by Senator 
Guy Gillette, of Iowa, will meet early 
next week. Senator Gillette said that his 
group, of which Senators Frederick Hale, 
of Me., Peter G. Gerry, of R. L., Ernest W. 
Gibson, of Vt., and W. Warren Barbour, 
of N. J.. are members, will inquire into 
that section of the 1988 Naval Selection 
Act which requires that officers may not 
sit on the same boards for two successive 
vears. to determine its effect on the Ma 
rine Corps general officer situation. He 
said that it is his understanding that un- 


der the law providing that no officer may 
sit on the same board for two years in 
succession, the limited size of the gen 
eral officer group of the Marine Corps 
makes it very apparent who will compr've 
the board the succeeding year. This fac 
tor has given rise to a number of com 
plaints of injustice reaching the commit 
tee and members of the committee, 
said. 

Queried concerning the nominations be 
ing held up by the committee, Senator 
Gillette said that the question is on the 
operation of the law rather than on the 
individuals nominated. Senator Walsh 
stated that these nominations would be 
reported to the Senate “sooner or later.”

His trip, on which he was accompanied 
by Maj. Gen. H. Hl. Arnold, Chief of the 
Air Corps, and Col, Orlando Ward (FA), 
GAC, Secretary of the War Department 
General Staff, covered the Joint Army 
Navy Exercises on the Pacific Coast, the 
lVirst Cavalry Division at Ft. Bliss, Tex., 
the Second Division in the Field near 
San Antonio, the First Division at Ft.

In the face of sub-zero weather, the 
jard-hitting “streamlined” 2nd Division 
jegan their third week (15 Jan.) of in- 
eusive field training. 

From their base at Christine, the divi- 
gon moved out under cover of darkness 
jo assembly areas in preparation for a 
jawn attack against an invading Brown 
force Situated along the high ground 
uth of San Miguel Creek near the town 
of Tilden. This Brown force was out- 
ned by the Third Battalion of the 9th 
Inf. 
Strong outposts were represented at the 
san Miguel crossings (the Division 
font) over a zone of about 12 miles in 
width. 

After the move into bivouac, General 
Krueger eliminated himself from the pic- 
wre; General Collins was declared a 
asualty; and General Stilwell took 
wer the command of the division. Be- 
wming Director of the exercise, General 
Krueger threw a monkey wrench into the 
whole situation which necessitated a com- 
plete shift in the division plan of opera- 
tion. 

The division was in position for a 
direct thrust down Highway 241 when 
the change in command was made. Prin- 
dpal bridges in their immediate front 
were theoretically demolished and it was 
imperative that General Stilwell shift his 
entire division in the hours of darkness 
io the west. 

The 23rd Combat Team, already de- 
jloyed to the left, was skillfully with- 
drawn, and, with the assistance of the 
artillery, Q.M., and Medical Bn. trans- 
portation, moved at midnight around the 
rar of their division establishment. 

They crossed the San Miguel Creek un- 
molested and deployed again for a dawn 


attack against the exposed Brown 
fank—a distance of 25 miles. Through- 


wut the day, this combat team, which had 
een in continuous action since darkness 
the night before, vigorously pushed the 
attack, Operating through a_ terrain 
thickly overgrown by heavy cactus and 
mesquite, and, with the temperature 
dropping to a chilly 18, the division 
showed exceptional teamwork in an area 
devoid of positive identification. 

At 1:00 p.m. an armistice was declared 
witil 5:30, to allow a rearrangement of 
the troops in preparation for the succeed- 
ing phase of the exercise. 

General Krueger informed Major Gen- 
eral Key and his staff at this time that 
they would take over the tactical com- 
mand of the 2nd Division. 

When General Key took over command, 
he received a telegram from Blue I! 
Corps Commander indicating that in the 
face of reported strong Brown forces to 
the southwest the Blue division on the 
right of the 2d Division was withdraw- 
ing and that the entire Corps would take 
ipa defensive position about 9 miles to 
the rear. The majority of the 2d Divi- 
sion were south of San Miguel, with only 
wo very poor crossings to the north. The 
situation was set up to be quite serious. 
lieneral Key made a decision to with- 
draw; and his staff, operating along the 
lines that had been demonstrated to them 
ly the Division’s regular staff, issued the 
leeessary instructions in a brief and 
credible manner. The entire division 
withdrew in good order across the difli- 
alt crossings and, at daybreak, had as-

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President Roosevelt's Views 


President Roosevelt’s views on organi- 
zation of the Navy Department as it con- 
cerns the authority of the Chief of Naval 
Operations and the responsibility of the 
Secretary were made public this week in 
connection with Representative Carl Vin- 
son’s bill for reorganization of the De- 
partment. 

Quoted in the report was a letter Presi- 
dent Roosevelt sent to Henry L. Roose- 
velt, 2 March 1934, when the latter was 
Acting Secretary of the Navy. It was at 
that time that the latter was sponsoring 
a study of Departmental reorganization, 
which study resulted in definite recom- 
mendations against changes in existing 
organization or amalgamation of the staff 
corps with the line of the Navy. 

The text of President Roosevelt’s let- 
ter follows: 

“IT have your letter of 28 February, enclos 
ing the papers in connection with the report 
of the Board for the reorganization of the 
Navy Department. 

“Because of my somewhat long experience 
in the Department during the period of the 
controversy over the question of a general 
staff and the setting up of the office of the 
Chief of Naval Operations, I believe that the 
problems which you set forth can be easily 
and satisfactorily solved for the good of the 
service, 

“Your first question at issue is: ‘Should 
the present clause in article 433, Navy Regu 
lations, that the Chief of Naval Operations 
“shall so coordinate all repairs and alterations 
to vessels and the supply of personnel and 
material thereto” be continued?’ This clause 
originated from the historic background of 
the former system of four aides, under which 
each aide acted for the Secretary as the co 
ordinator of bureau functions. As for ex 
ample, in the case of the aide for material, 
who was supposed to coordinate the work of 
the material bureaus. This aide, however, did 
not have the duty of issuing direct orders to 
the material bureaus and offices. 

“Following this, the Chief of Operations 
was given the previous authority and duty 
to coordinate which had formerly been pos 
sessed by the four aides. The Chief of Opera 
tions was not given the duty of issuing orders 


to the bureaus and offices because the word 
‘coordinate’ did not imply such authority. 
The authority itself remained in the Secre 


tary of the Navy.

Civilians in Post Exchanges 

Regulations governing the operation of 
Post Exchanges in the Army have been 
changed so as to encourage the employ- 
ment of civilians and make the use of 
enlisted men exceptional. Under old reg- 
ulations, AR 210-65, the use of a non- 
commissioned officer as steward and of 
enlisted men as clerks was encourage and 
the use of civilians permitted in exeep- 
tional cases, 

The new policy is set forth in changes 
in AR 210-65 as follows: 

Paragraph 16144 is added, 18a is 
changed, and 19 is rescinded as follows: 

16%. Employees.—a. General.It is the 
policy of the War Department that insofar 
as is practicable the operation of post ex 
changes will be accomplished with civilian 
employees, 

b. Enlisted employees, 

(1) At small where 
business is too small to employ civilians 
without financial the corps area com 
mander or the commander of an exempted 
station may authorize the employment of not 
to exeeed three enlisted men in each ex 
change, including all branches thereof, 

(2) In a temporary exchange operated in 
the field or at a summer training camp the 
number of enlisted employees will be as 
authorized by the local commander but will 
be restricted to minimum requirements as 
indicated by the size of the exchange and by 
the practicability or impracticability of em 
ploying civilians, 

(3) The wage paid by an exchange to an 
enlisted employee will not exceed one-half of 
his buse pay, under the act of 10 June 1922, 
excluding therefrom any longevity allowance 
or other additional pay, 

(4) Insofar as is practicable, enlisted men 
employed in an exchange will be from organ 
izations participating in the exchange, 

(5) The employment of enlisted men by 
post exchange concessionaires: is prohibited

The reports to Chairman Vinson on his 
reorganization bill included letters from 
twelve active ranking officers of the 
Navy and three retired officers. Most of 
them strongly opposed reorganization 
“at this time” and virtually all believed 
the personnel provisions should be con- 
sidered separately. 


“Sound Common Sense” 
Secretary Edison, in his letter to Chair- 
man Vinson expressed gratification that 


the latter is “so evidently desirous of 


improving a state of affairs that has 
needed improvement for many years.” He 
said that the need for a coordinating ofli- 
cer for the industrial and material activi- 
ties is “sound common sense,” but added 
that he already has taken steps toward 
combining the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair and the Bureau of Engineer- 
ing. However, further action will be re- 
quired to complete the consolidation, he 
added. 

The time is ripe, the Secretary said, 
for making modifications in the offices of 
the Secretary of the Navy, the Assistant 
Secretary, the Chief of Operations, and 
the Director of Shore Establishments. 

Secretary Edison’s proposed plan would 
provide him with three assistants: An 
Assistant Secretary to aid in the “realm 
of general duties’; the Chief of Naval 
Operations “in the realm of military and 
fleet operations”; and the Chief of Shore 
Operations in shipbuilding, civilian, and 
other shore establishment matters. The 
Chief of Shore Operations, Mr. Edison 
says, could be either a civilian or a naval 
officer. If a civilian, he says, he would 
precede the Chief of Operations in sue- 
cession to the Secretary and Assistant 
Secretary, while if he were a naval offi- 
cer he would hold the temporary rank of 
admiral and follow the Chief of Opera- 
tions. 

Chairman Vinson’s plan, details of 
which were published in the Army AND 
Navy JouRNAL of July 1, 1939, is a re- 
draft of the plan which he proposed in 
1938. It would abolish the bureau system 
and coordinate activities of the Depart- 
ment under four heads: the Office of the 
Secretary, the Office of the U. S. Marine 
Corps, the Office of Naval Operations, and 
the Office of Naval Material, The Chief 
of Naval Operations would be an Admiral 
taking precedence “next after the Ad- 
miral of the Navy”; the Chief of Naval 
Material would be an Admiral “over all 
officers below the rank of Admiral”; the 
Assistant Chief of Naval Operations 
would be a vice admiral, while the chiefs 
of divisions would be rear admirals of 
the upper half, excepting the administra- 
tive assistant in the office of the Secre- 
tary, and the Chief of Chaplains. Chiefs 
of Divisions in the office of the Marine 
Corps would be brigadier generals, Ten 
divisions would be set up in the Office of 
the Secretary, seven in the Office of Na- 
val Operations, eight in the Office of Na- 
val Material, and six in the Office of the 
Marine Corps. 

Secretary Edison's Plan 

The text of Secretary Edison's letter 
follows: 

“Upon my appointment as Assistant Secre 
tary of the Navy it became my duty and in 
terest to familiarize myself with the organiza- 
tion and administrative methods of the Navy 
Department, and T have, during my 3 years’ 
service in the Department, made an intensive 


study of this matter, As the present re

“As a preliminary to the presentation of 
those views, permit me to express my gratifi- 
eation that you, the chairman of the House 
Naval Affairs Committee, are so evidently de- 
sirous of improving a state of affairs that has 
needed improvement for many years. The 
plan you transmitted for comment is based 
on what I consider to be sound common sense 
in its recognition of the need for a coordinat 
ing officer for the vast industrial and material 
activities of the Naval Establishment. With

“The Naval Establishment has notably ex 
panded its efforts in recent years, not only in 
volume of work done, but in seope of sub 
jects covered.

The mass of detail that 
for one reason or another must find its way to 
the office of the Secretary of the Navy, and the 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy has grown in 
proportion. The Chief of Naval Operations is 
likewise swamped. These officials are being 
more and more engulfed in a sea of official 
mail submitted to them for necessarily per 
functory signatures, and in a stream of emer 
gency jobs that must be settled promptly. 
They are fast losing their character of policy - 
makers and are taking on that of clerks and 
pinch-hitters. There is need for another high 
ranking official who can share the load and re- 
lieve the pressure.

Under-water Sound Devices 

The committee refused to grant a re- 
quest for $1,820,000 for the installation 
of under-water sound detectors in 21 cut- 
ters and 49 patrol boats. The amount 
was disallowed because the committee 
did not believe the present emergency 
suflicient justification. 

In appearing before the committee, Ad- 
miral Wiaesche stated that the Navy had 
requested the Coast Guard to include the 
under-water devices in the estimates in 
order that if a national emergency arose 
and it was necessary to consolidate the 
Coast Guard with the Navy, the equip- 
ment would be installed. 

The committee increased budget esti- 
mates by $100,000 to provide for a new 
Coast Guard station under the act of 29 
June, 1936. 

Plane Appropriation Cut 

The committee cut a request of $2,- 
199,000 for new planes to $500,000. In ex- 
planation, the committee stated, “The 
committee felt that inasmuch as the Coast 
Guard has been operating in the enforce- 
ment of neutrality in which naval air- 
craft in large numbers are also actively 
engaged that they were not justified in 
providing additional aircraft for the 
Coast Guard for this purpose. The sum 
allowed will provide a few additional 
planes for regular activities to supple- 
ment those of the Coast Guard now oper- 
ating.”

IT IS TO BE REGRETTED that in their comments upon the Vinson bill for the 
reorganization of the Navy Department, various high ranking officers Lave advocated 
an increase of naval control at the expense of civilian control. It is argued that as 
the Chief of Naval Operations is primarily responsible for the efficiency of the sea 
forces, practically every function should pass through his hands before reaching the 
Secretary and Assistant Secretary of the Navy. His would be the power to require 
service from all activities, and human nature being what it is it follows that he would 
come to resent any of those activities seeking the judgment of the civilian Secretary. 
The latter, consequently, would become a figurehead, Informed only as the Chief of 
Operations might deem expedient, he would lack touch with what was occurring in 
the Establishment, be unable to correct injustices or errors, affecting the personnel as 
well as the materiel, and find it impossible to advance the interests of the Service with 
Congress or the country. There would be in fact complete naval domination, which 
would infringe the accepted principle of our Government, the subordination of the 
Army and Navy to civilian authority, Secretary Edison, with full understanding of 
what this view would mean, dismisses it with the observation that the mere statement 
of it warrants its disapproval. This judgment is in line with that of the President, 
who holds that civilian control of the Army and Navy is essential, and further that 
the Secretary of the Navy must know daily of all the major matters affecting all 
bureaus and offices. There is no doubt Congress will sustain the position taken by the 
Commander-in-Chief and his representative, and that any reorganization enacted will 
assure necess to the Secretary by the responsible heads of the various activities. There 
is no doubt that the overwhelming opinion of the Navy will back this American sys- 
tem of civilian control, 


IN THESD DAYS OF expansion, modernization, and intesified training for the 
land forces, General George C. Marshall, chief of staff of the Army, is wisely building 
an en rapport between the high command in Washington and the forces in the field. 
A lack of understanding between the War Department General Staff and the field 
could hold dire possibilities for the success of the programs and policies laid down 
by the Secretary of War. To avoid this and to assure complete coordination of pur- 
poses and methods, General Marshall has been taking every precaution to keep in 
closest touch with the Army units. The calling of all Corps Area Commanders to 
Washington for conferences with himself and Secretary Woodring was the first big 
step. The meetings held here gave the Secretary and his military adviser an oppor- 
tunity to explain informally and in detail—much better than could be done by formal 
military correspondence—exactly what their commander-in-chief expects of them. 
In turn the Corps commanders were given ample opportunity to set forth their prob- 
lems in carrying out the program. Following that General Marshall went out into 
the field, inspected the conditions and progress of training in the new stream-lined 
divisions. This week he returned from his second inspection trip, one that took him 
across the continent to the Joint Army-Navy Exercises in California, to the Cavalry 
Division at Fort Bliss, to the Second Infantry Division at Ft. Sam Houston, to the 
First Infantry Division at Fort Benning, to a large number of small and large air 
fields and air training stations, to corps and army special troops. He came back well 
pleased with what he had seen, satisfied that morale is high and that the training 
is the type envisioned by the authorities as necessary for a proper defense, and 
thoroughly cognizant of the needs in weapons and equipment. A thousand letters 
eould not convey the picture he brought back in his mind. Doubtless he will con- 
tinue his trips into the field. Meanwhile, the troops he inspected, from the newest 
recruit to the generals, know their Chief of Staff and their Secretary are informed 
as to the work they are doing toward the making of an Army in being and are 
aware of what they need to complete the task.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The abrogation of the Commercial Convention of 1911 with Japan, 
which took effect yesterday, places the relations of the United States and the Far 
Eastern Empire upon a non-treaty basis. The Tokyo authorities have announced that 
the customs duties now imposed upon American imports will not be changed, and 
on our part we have stated that, for the present, existing tariff and tonnage dues 
will apply to Japanese products. Of especial concern to Japanese business is the 
status of its agents in the United States. These agents, who had a permanent status 
as “treaty merchants” now have become visitors temporarily admitted for business 
or pleasure, This is particularly embarrassing to the Yokohama Specie Bank, the 
important Mitsui house and other Japanese institutions. 

It is feared by the Japanese that Congress will authorize the President to im 
pose an embarge, A proposal to this effect is now pending in the Senate Foreign 
Reiarions Committee, 

The expiration of the Treaty increases the tension which exists between the two 
governments. In abrogating it we were moved by a determination to express our 
displeasure at the violation of American rights both in the matter of life and property, 
and the disregard of the Nine Power Treaty, which have resulted from the Japanese 
invasion of China. In permitting the Treaty to expire without meeting the demands 
of the United States, the Japanese Government has responded to the pressure of the 
Young Army group in control. 

That group does not propose to shoulder the blame for the failure to conquer 
China, and for the hardships the adventure has imposed upon the Japanese people. 
It has been seeking in some way to compose its differences with the Chinese people, 
the latest being to set up a Government in the territories it has conquered under the 
direction .of Wang Ching-Wei, formerly Foreign Minister of the Chiang Kai-Shek 
Government. It has likewise sought to find a scapegoat, and the British, being in- 
volved in war in Europe, and, consequently weak in Asia, have been selected to serve 
as such. Hence the inspired popular uprising in Japan at the removal by a British 
cruiser of twenty-one German seamen from the Japanese steamer Asama Maru, and 
the Government demand for their liberation. 

Back of these developments are matters of vital moment to the United States 
and, in fact, to the world. Occupied by the war in Europe, Great Britain and France 
are relying upon our Government to uphold the integrity of, and the open door in 
China, which is in accordance with their interest. They feel that so long as we 
are inflexible on this score, Japan will hesitate to go to the point of war with them. 
The presence of our Fleet in the Pacific, its imminent departure for Hawaii to en- 
gage in winter maneuvers, the revival of the proposal to establish a base at Guam, 
the increase in the Navy pending in Congress, and the Joint Army and Navy 
maneuvers just held on the Pacific Coast, are regarded by the Japanese Army and 
Navy as forms of pressure to compel compliance with western will. On her part, 
Japan is in a position to answer threat with threat. She has arranged her disputes 
with Russia respecting the Outer Mongolian boundary, the Sakhalin Island oil con 
cessions, and the fisheries of the Oshkosh Sea. Count Ciano, the Italian Foreign 
Minister, has given quasi-recognition to the Wang Ching-Wei regime, which Japan is 
promoting, on the basis of anti-comitern action. Thus the way has been prepared for 
Japanese participation in the Axis and ultimately in the Russo-German under 
standing. Blocking such participation is the knowledge that American sentiment 
would be strongly aroused, and distrust of Russia which prevails in Japan. The 
Soviet Government, backed by Germany is endeavoring to make a non-aggression 
pact with the Far Eastern Power. The Senate Banking and Currency Committee is 
recommending a 100 million dollar increase in the lending authority of the Export 
Import Bank from which a non-military loan can be made to Finland. Such a loan 
would meet with sharp criticism in Moscow, and intensify the purpose of Stalin to 
come to an agreement with Japan so as to have that country act as an offset to the 
United States. 

As the United States is likely to remain adamant in its Far Eastern policy, it is 
evident that unless there should be a change of Japanese attitude, possible only 
through the establishment of.a Government in Tokyo free from Army control, the 
relations of the two countries will grow progressively worse. It had been suggested 
that the new Ministry, the Premier of which is a Naval officer, which has just 
succeeded that of General Abe, might be more disposed to acquiesce in the viewpoint 
of our authorities. This suggestion failed to take into account the fact that the 
Japanese Navy has dreams of expansion just as has the Army, those dreams re 
lating to the Dutch East Indies with their valuable oil wells. It was to have heen 
expected, therefore, that the new Ministry would not attempt a policy which would 
make concessions to the United States objectionable to the Army. 

While our Washington authorities are hopeful that Japan will deem it) ex 
pedient to abandon her ambitions in China, which would mean restoration of treaty 
relations with us, there is no doubt the situation will compel the continuance of the 
United States Fleet in the Pacific, and, perhaps, its use in measures “short of war” 
to induce the Tokyo Government to take steps to meet our wishes. Our greater 
interest in the Pacific will mean that we must rely upon the Allies to protect our 
interests in the Atlantic. In view of this prospect, it follows that the protests we are 
nuaking as to the delays incident to the examination of our ships, and the censorship 
of our mails, by the Brtiish and French are more for the record than for redress, 
although they are expected to result in some relief, 











Woodring Plan—Senate Military Committee attaches said this week that Secretary 
of War Harry Woodring has requested an indefinite postponement of hearings on 
the Woodring age-in-grade legislation. It was explained that the War Department is 
not yet ready to present to the committee detailed tables on the effect of the legisla- 
tion in light of the expansion of the Army and the increase of officers in the field 
grades. Meanwhile, Representative Andrew J. May, Chairman of the House Military 
Affairs Committee, said that his group has disposed of most of the business before it 
and awaits the pleasure of the War Department concerning renewed hearings on the 
bill. Representative Thomas E. Martin, of Towa, a member of the minority group 
which made a study of the Woodring Plan with a view toward effecting a compromise 
between opponents and proponents of the measure in the House committee, said that 
he understands no formal report will be made by the minority until Mr. May requests 
such action. In this connection, it should. be noted that the question of retiring passed- 
over colonels is not a proposal of Mr. Martin or any member of the minority, but is 





merely a suggestion that has been offered to them as a means of eliminating Officers 
in the “hump” of the promotion list. 


Navy Medical Corps—The Surgeon General of the Navy, Rear Adm. Ross T. yf. 
Intyre, has announced that applications for examinations for appointments as coy. 
missioned officers in the Medical Corps of the Navy are being received by the Bureay 
of Medicine and Surgery. A number of appointments as assistant surgeons, will] he 
made following the physical and professional examinations which are to be held dy. 
ing the first week of May. 

The strength of the Navy Medical Corps is controlled by law and is dependeyt 
upon the total officer and enlisted strength of the Navy and Marine Corps. Increases 
in both the Navy and Marine Corps personnel provide additional appointments in the 
Medical Corps of the Navy. Candidates for appointments are required to be Citizens 
of the United States between the ages of 21 and 32 at the time of appointment ang 
to be graduates of Class “A” medical schools. They are required to meet the physical 
standards prescribed for commissioned officers of the Navy and to demonstrate their 
professional qualifications by written, oral and practical examinations. 

In addition to those doctors who will be appointed assistant surgeons, there is 
provision whereby members of the senior classes of Class “A” medical schools may 
take the physical and professional examinations for appointments as acting assistant 
surgeons. These appointees receive the same rank and pay as do the assistant surgeons 
The acting assistant surgeons are appointed for a period of eighteen months during 
which time they serve an internship at the larger hospitals approved for interne traip. 
ing by the Council of Medical Education of the American Medical Association. Acting 
assistant surgeons may take the examinations for assistant surgeons after they have 
served one year. 

A circular of information for applicants for appointment as medical officers of 
the Navy, containing full information regarding physical requirements, professional 
examinations, rates of pay, and promotion and retirement data may be obtained from 
the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, Navy Department, Washington, D. C. 


Army Chaplains Corps—For the first time, War Department appropriation bills 
are including funds to defray the cost of equipping post chapels, so that the chaplains 
themselves will not be compelled to pay for such equipment out of their own pockets, 
The 1941 budget sent to Congress carries an item of $10,000 for activities of chap 
lains, exclusive of ritual garments and personal services, and the emergency defense 
(“B” budget) carries a similar item of $5. 

The Office of Chief of Chaplains is now engaged in a revision of correspondence 
courses for Reserve and National Guard chaplains. Such a revision has not beep 
undertaken for nearly 10 years for a number of the courses, and when it is completed 
four or five of the courses will be substantially altered and a couple may be dropped 
The revisions are expected to be in the hands of the Adjutant General next month 
for printing and release this coming autumn. 

A new directory of chaplains just prepared by the Office of Chief of Chaplains 
shows 187 Regular Army chaplains and eight Reserve chaplains on extended active 
duty. It also shows for the first time a chaplain for each of the nine Corps Areas and 
one for each of the five divisions in the field. Lt. Col. John T. Axton is chaplain for 
the 4th Corps Area; Lt, Col. Edward I. Branham, 7th Corps Area; Capt. John E 
Duffy, Ist Corps Area; Lt. Col, Albert K. Mathews, 5th Corps Area; Lt. Col. Luther 
I). Miller, Sth Corps Area; Capt. Stanley J. Reilly, 6th Corps Area; Lt. Col. Frank ¢€ 
Rideout, 3rd Corps Area; Lt. Col. William J. Ryan, 9th Corps Area, and Lt. Col 
J. Burt Webster, 2nd Corps Area. 

Lt. Col. Perry O. Wilcox is chaplain of the Ist Division; Maj. James H. O'Neill is 
chaplain of the 2nd Division; Lt. Col. Julius J. Babst is chaplain of the 3rd Division 
Capt. Joseph O. Ensrud is chaplain of the 5th Division, and Lt. Col. James L. M 
Bride is chaplain of the 6th Division.

An officer as well-known to the Marine Corps as any on the active list, Capt 
Taylor Branson, leader of the Marine Band, will be relieved from active duty on | 
ae preparatory to retirement after nearly 40 years with the musical organization 

Captain Branson was born in Washington, D. C., on 31 July 1880 and enlisted as 4 
private in the Marine Band on 21 Sept. 1898. He became second leader on 1 Jute 
1921 and leader in 1927. On 7 June 1987 a special act was passed by Congress givine 
him the rank as well as the pay and allowances of a captain of the Marine Corps 
and Leader Branson became captain on that day, with 30 years, 8 months and 6 days 
prior service for pay purposes. He will retire with rank of captain. 

Captain Branson was solo violinist with the band for more than 25 years. He 
holds the Insignia and Diploma of the Order of Boyaca Grade of Officer from the 
Colombian government for his popularization of that country’s music. He also holds 
the Victory Medal for World War services. 
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Army Air Corps—An Air Corps of 5,500 airplanes by 30 June 1941, was the goal set 
py Congress last summer before adjournment. In addition to building the planes, 
training large numbers of mechanics to maintain them, there was also the task of 
training pilots who would come up to the rigid standards that have always been in 
sogue. “There will be no compromise with safety,” was the watchword when the 
expanded pilot training program got under way on 1 July. 

Exactly half a year has passed since the task of Primary Flight Training was 
turned over to nine carefully selected civilian flying schools. Randolph Field was 
turned into two basic flight training schools. Likewise, Kelly Field, gobbling up its 
neighbor, Brooks Field, for additional ground and air room, became two advanced 
flight training schools. Since 1 July a total of 759 student pilots have been graduated 
from the nine civilian schools and sent to Randolph Field for training on BT-9’s. They 
came in three almost equal increments—Classes 40-A, with 257, which reported to 
the “West Point of the Air” the last week in September; 40-B, with 238, which ar- 
rived 15 Nov., and finally, 40-C, with 264, completed primary training just at the 
close of the old year. 

The total number of pilots-to-be who started primary training with these three 
dasses was 1,181. Therefore, the aggregate percentage for these classes is 64.2%, 
who successfully leaped the first and most difficult hurdle on the course to a pair of 
wings. Class 40-A already has spent its three months at Randolph Field, and is now 
at the Advanced School, Kelly Field. The members of this class started training 
in various sections of the country on 1 July, with a total of 886 potential pilots, 257 
reaching Randolph Field for basic training. Thus, 66.6% completed primary train- 
ing, an average almost as high as the best ever established while Randolph Field was 
giving this first phase. A total of 25 of them were unable to master the intricacies of 
the larger, powerful basic training planes at Randolph Field and were eliminated, 
leaving 232 to be transferred to Kelly Field, where they now are. In other words, 
0% of the original class are now at the Advanced Flying School. 

Class 40-B, which started primary training on 15 Aug., is now at Randolph Field, 
more than half way through, with 225 of them still on the active list. Thus, it would 
appear that at least 550% of this class will also get to Kelly Field for advanced train- 
ing. 

Nineteen Langley Field officers who are assigned with the 21ist Reconnaissance 
Squidron encampment at Miami, Fla., Municipal Airport, were recently qualified and 
announced as dead reckoning navigators for General Headquarters Air Force, after 
having completed the required number of hours in instrument flying. Those who re- 
ceived certificates of qualification were Capt. Herbert K. Baisley; Ist Lts. Jarred V. 
Crabb and Thomas N. Charles; 2nd Lts. John Hayden, Steele R. Patterson, William 
M. Reid, Baskin Lawrence, William David, Thomas M. Margrave, Charles W. Bick- 
ing, Raleigh Macklin, George Ireland, Paul D. Brown, Julian Bleyer, Willard Foun- 
tain, Stanley Zidiales, Delbert Hahn, Hardy Bullis and Francis Feeney. 

Gradual completion of the barracks construction program is relieving the crowded 
housing condition now existing at Maxwell Field, Ala. Occupancy of these buildings 
by student officers attending the Air Corps Tactical School, enlisted men stationed 
there permanently, and about 700 recruits temporarily at Maxwell, pending transfer 
to other garrisons, is being effected as rapidly as they are completed . 

The housing of enlisted men in two hangars and double decking of bunks in the 
older barracks temporarily solved the quartering question of the newly enlisted Air 
Corps soldiers. 

Right of the new barracks are already being occupied by about 400 men of the 
Ith Air Base Squadron. Four more are being used by the 100 student oflicers attend- 
ing the third short course at the Air Corps Tactical School, which commenced 8 Jan. 
A total of twenty-six buildings are being rushed to completion. They are one-story, 
Steam heated buildings, of hollow tile construction, stucco covered, with 
porches, and are a distinct departure from the squadron type of barracks. Occupancy 
is five per large room with interconnecting bathrooms for each two rooms; they also 
contain built-in lockers for clothing. 

Recent orders by the War Department have promoted Col. Frank D. Lackland, 
AC, to the rank of Brigadier General and assigned him to duty as Commanding

Corps of Engineers—The Plant and Equipment Section of the Office Chief of Engi- 
neers will move from the Triangle building, New York Avenue and North Capitol 
Street, Washington, to Philadelphia on 1 Feb. when Maj. Harry B. Vaughn, jr., head 
of the section, goes to that city to become district engineer. About 25 employees are 
involved in the move. The section procures, maintains, and supervises the Corps of 
Engineers’ far-flung floating plant which numbers 2,916 units, ranging from a 15,000- 
ton seagoing dredge to small launches. 

Direction of the section in the future will be under the Philadelphia District 
Engineer. For the next four years, probably, this will be Major Vaughn, who has 
handled the job here for several years. 

Tables of organization prepared for the new 64th Engineer Company (topographic) 
and the 47th Engineer Troop (mechanized) whose formation were announced in the 
13 Jan. issue of the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL, show a high percentage of men in the 
upper grades and a large number of specialists. The Engineer Company will have only 
10 non-rated privates. The company will consist of 3 officers and 60 men. Tables of 
organization call for a major in command of this company and the mechanized troop, 
but captains have been detailed as commanding oflicers of both new units—Capt. PB. 
G. Plank commanding the 64th and Capt. B, C. Clarke heading the 47th. 

The topographic company was designed to fill the gap created by the reduction 
of the engineer regiment to a battalion in the triangular division—a step which 
eliminated mapping units. It will function as a corps unit, just as the topographic 
battalions already discussed in the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL function for the field 
army. The company, using principally aerial photographs, but with some employment 
of ground surveys, is equipped to turn out map substitutes in the field. Organization 
calls for a company headquarters of one officer and 20 men, a survey platoon of one 
officer and 23 men, a photo mapping platoon of 8 men and a reproduction platoon of 
one officer and 9 men. The unit is to be equipped with 17 trucks, 3 trailers and 2 
motorcycles. 

Men for the new company are being obtained by the transfer of 35 enlisted men 
from the 29th Engineer Battalion (topographic) at Portland, Ore. These men will 
sail from San Francisco about 30 Jan. and will arrive at Charleston, 8. C., about 15 
Feb., from which place they will motor to Ft. Benning, Ga., where the unit will be sta- 
tioned. The company is expected to be extensively employed in the forthcoming corps 
and army maneuvers. It will be further increased there by the transfer of 22 men 
from Co, A, 4th Engineer Battalion, combat, now at Ft. Benning. Tables of organiza- 
tion call for a master sergeant, 3 second grade men (2 technical and 1 first sergeants), 
+ staff sergeants, 4 sergeants, 11 corporals, 12 privates first class and 25 privates, 
Of the 37 sixth and seventh grade men one will be a specialist second class, 3 specialist 
third class, 6 specialist fourth class, 1 specialist fifth class and 16 specialist sixth class, 

The new mechanized engineer troop will serve with the 7th Cavalry Brigade. A 
completely motorized unit, it will perform for the brigade duties similar to those 
assigned to the Engineer combat troops of divisions, such as road construction and 
maintenance and bridge building. To form the troop, which will be stationed with 
the 7th Brigade at Ft. Knox, Ky., 113 enlisted men will be transferred by motors from 
the 5th Engineers at Ft. Belvoir, Va. Peace strength of the unit, according to tables 
of organization being prepared, is four officers and 128 men; war strength is seven 
officers and 149 men. The peace tables call for a major, a captain and two first lieuten- 
ants. There will be a master sergeant, a second grade NCO, 8 staff sergeants, 12 
sergeants, 11 corporals, 31 privates first class and 68 privates. Of the 94 men in the 
two lower grades, 3 will be specialists third class, 7 specialists fourth class, 13 special- 
ists fifth class and 18 specialists sixth class, 

The troop will contain two platoons, each with one lieutenant and 36 men, and 
a troop headquarters of two officers and 56 men, In the headquarters will be a 
brigade engineering section, a reconnaissance section, and administrative section and 
a transport section, 


Bureau of Medicine and Surgery —The next meeting of the medical and dental 
oflicers of the Navy on duty in the District of Columbia and vicinity will be held at 


the Naval Medical School on 5 Feb, at S:00 p.m. The subject will be “Coronary 
Diseases.” The speaker will be Dr, Francis C, Wood, Philadelphia, Pa. 

Navy Submarine Training—Two classes for the training of naval officers in sub- 
marine duty will be held by the Bureau of Navigation during the fiscal year 1941, it 
was stated this week, About 30 officers will be accommodated in cach of the classes, 
one of which will convene about 29 June 1940 and the other about 2 Jan, 1941, Bach 
course will last approximately 544 months, and upon completion of the classes, erad- 
untes will be assigned duty aboard submarines, 

Oflicers on their first cruise, of the classes of 1035, 1983C, 1936, 1987 and 1938S are 
eligible for this training. Officers of the classes of 1985 and 1983C are eligible for 
the June 1940 class only. All candidates for both the June and January classes should 
submit applications in accordance with Bureau of Navigation Manual, Part B, Chap- 
ter 1, Section 3, and these shall contain the medical officer's endorsement as to the 
candidate’s physical fitness for submarine duty in conformity with the standards 
specified in Manual of the Medical Department, U.S. Navy, paragraph nh. All ap- 
plications whether approved or not will be forwarded so as to reach the Bureau not 
later than 15 April 1940. While applicants may state their preference for either June 
or January class the assignment will be made by the Bureau considering availability 
and other factors. Candidates who have submitted previous requests for classes will 
resubmit same, provided they are still applicants, The orders of those selected will 
provide for the transportation of dependents to New London from present stations, 

As 2 guide to commanding officers the Bureau of Navigation pointed out that the 
safeguarding of submarine and her crew in peace time demands an alertness differing 
little from that needed in time of war. Commanding officers of applicants’ ships should 
report favorably only if they feel that the candidate can be fully trusted as officer- 
of-the-deck underway without necessity for supervision, The commanding officer will 
include, the bureau said, a statement of his opinion as to the applicant’s fitness for 
assignment to submarine duty and a statement as to whether or not he is fully quali- 
fied to stand a watch as O.0.D. in formation while underway. In making this endorse- 
ment it should be considered that duty in submarines can be performed satisfactorily 
only by officers of ability. 

Eligible officers were reminded that they will be available for command at an 
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earlier age in submarines than in any other combatant type of ship, and that sub- 
marines offer excellent training not only for command but for many lines of technical 
duty as well, 


Medical Department Reserve—The Third Annual Military Medico-Dental Training 
Course at Chicago for Medical Department Reserve officers, will be conducted by 
the Sixth Corps Area 31 March to 13 April 1940, according to an announcement by 
Lt. Gen, Stanley H. Ford, commanding the Sixth Corps Area. 


This course, which will be conducted under the direction of the Corps Area Sur- 
geon, Col, Paul W. Gibson, MC, with the cooperation of the Medical and Dental 
schools of the University of Illinois, University of Chicago, Loyola University, and 
Northwestern University, is designed to increase the military and professional pro- 
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ficiency of Reserve officers of the Medical, Dental, Veterinary and Medical Adminstra- | 


tive Corps. The morning hours will be devoted to professional work in the schools, 
hospitals and clinies connected with the participating universities. The afternoon and 
special evening sessions will be devoted to problems with the operation and function- 
ing of the medical service in war. The military courses for the current year will be es- 
pecially concerned with problems of mobilization as they affect the Medical Depart- 
ment of the Army. 


Previous courses of this type, conducted in Chicago in 1938 and 1939, met with 
f most enthusiastic response on the part of those individuals participating in the 


instruction, The 1939 course was attended by over 100 officers of the Medical Depart- 


ment Reserve Corps, representing 28 states from Maine to California, who gave their 
time and bore all expenses connected with their attendance as a personal contribution 
to national defense. 


The Medical and Dental Reserve Officers of New England have, for the last three | 


consecutive years, been offered a course in Military Medicine and Dentistry. This 
post-graduate work has been, and is, sponsored by the Harvard Medical School Course 
for Graduates and the Harvard Dental School. The course is given under the joint 
auspices and instruction of the War Department through the Surgeon General and by 
the Medical School in the First Corps Area. The program for this year will extend 
from June 3 to 15, inclusive. It has been greatly revised with the idea of emphasizing 
the military aspect of the subjects. These subjects are arranged in three broad groups, 
corresponding with the duties which Medical Department officers may be called upon 
to perform, as (1) during mobilization, (2) during training, and (3) during service in 
the combat zone, 


International Tee Patrol—Despite the war in Europe, the International Ice Patrol 
will be conducted as usual this spring in the North Atlantic by Coast Guard vessels, 
wher ice conditions make necessary their services. In connection with the patrol, 
which was established shortly after the sinking of the SS Titanic in 1912, reports 
of ice observed near the steamer lanes are broadcast by the Navy’s Hydrographic 
Office for the information of mariners. 


For the past several years, prior to the annual inauguration of the Inter- | 


national Ice Patrol Service, the Hydrographic Office has received through the co- 
operation of the Canadian Government information on icebergs observed by ships 


in-the Western North Atlantic, as reported by radio to Cape Race, These data were | 


extremely helpful in locating the southern limits of the advancing ice menace, and 
determining the date for commencing the International Ice Patrol. 
that this year, due to the European hostilities, many vessels are maintaining radio 
silence, and that therefore information from this source will be extremely meager. 
In the interests of safety to shipping in general, the Hydrographic Office has re- 
quested that reports of ice sighted by such ships be forwarded immediately upon 
arrival in port. This information may be communicated to the nearest) branch 
hydrographie office, or mailed directly to the Hydrographic Office, Washington, D.C. 


Strategic Map—The first completed editions of the Strategie Map, which is being 
prepared by the Chief of Engineers, were used during the Fourth Army Command 
Post Exercise last summer, As the Command Post Exercise afforded the initial 
service test of this map, the Commanding General, Fourth Army, was requested by 
The Adjutant General to submit a report on the suitability of this map for 
strategic planning purposes and recommendations for its improvement together 
with such comments as he desired. The following report, dated 16 December 1939, 
was submitted by the Commanding General, Fourth Army: 

“4, Comments on the suitability of this map have been received from Corps 
Commanders, the Deputy Chief Umpire and the 4th Army Staff, participants in the 
recent 4th Army CPX. 2. It is the consensus of opinion that this map is entirely 
suitable for strategic planning purposes and needs no change. All essential data 
for planning purposes have been included, yet the map is uncrowded, 3. The map is 
of convenient size and scale and the system of showing elevations by means of 
hachures and printed critical elevations is ideal for strategic purposes. It is an ex- 
ceptionally fine job of cartography. 4. The findings are concurred in.” 

The compilation and drafting of this map, which is being performed by W.P.A. 
personnel in Boston, New York City, Philadelphia and Washington under the direc- 
tion of the Chief of Engineers, will be completed by 30 June 1940. Due to the ex- 
tensive and immediate demand for this map for the various intensive training activi- 
ties of the Army, proef editions are being prepared as rapidly as possible. It is not 
expected that final editions will be completed before the end of this calendar year. 
As proof editions require generally only minor corrections, principally in registra- 
tion, they should prove satisfactory for use until final editions can be furnished. 


Infantry School—The largest enrollment in the history of the Infantry School since 
the years immediately following the World War is slated for this Spring at Fort 
Benning. At its peak the enrollment will go beyond the 650 mark. Current officer 
courses, curtailed by War Department orders so that the students may join in the 
spring maneuver program of the Regular Army, will end 1 February, and the next 
large officer class, for National Guard and Reserve eflicers, will not start until the 
last of that month. This fact does not mean, however, that the school will be closed 
during the month of February. There will be large enlisted classes continuously. 
All courses previously offered at the school, excepting those for officers of the Regu- 
lar Army, will be given, and, in keeping with army expansion plans, each either 
will have an increase in its normal enrollment, or will be repeated for new classes, 
The National Guard and Reserve Officers’ class, starting 26 February, and ending 
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24 May, will enroll more than 400 students instead of its usual 200.

Under the direct supervision of Col. Courtney II. Hodges, assistant commandant 
work on the enlarged and revised program of instruction at the school has been 
under way since last October. In addition to the regular subject course enrolling 
400 officers, a tank course for National Guard officers opening on 19 Feb., wil] be 
attended by eighteen. It will end on 17 May. Last year six officers were enrolled 
for a similiar course. The Enlisted Communications Course, which will start 2% 
Feb. and end 31 May, will enroll 140 students, twenty-five of whom will be from the 
National Guard and the remainder from the Regular Army. Last year the tota) 
enrollment was sixty. A course for enlisted Tank Mechanics will enroll thirty-five 
students. It will start 19 Feb. and end 17 May. A course for Motor Mechanics 
starting 5 March and ending in June, will enroll sixty students. Similar courses 
which started last November and will end the latter part of February, have ninety. 
five students in attendance. 

The curtailment of Regular Army officer courses four months early, on 1 Feb, 
will make approximately 170 Regular Army officers available for assignment to 
units for the large-scale maneuvers in which Regular Army divisions will partici. 
pate early in the Spring. These already have received assignments. They will join 
divisions now in the field, both in the South and on the Pacific Coast. 

In addition to the more than 650 students at the Infantry School, Fort Benning 
will have approximately 100 students enrolled in its Cooks and Bakers School 
throughout the Spring months. Brig. Gen. Asa L. Singleton is commandant of this 
school as well as of the larger Infantry School, Its students come from army posts 
throughout the southeastern states. 

The school is now housed in a new building, construction of which was com- 
pleted last December. Erected at a of $130,000, this building is designed 
throughout to best meet the needs of the school, Its constructional facilities are 
complete and down-to-the-minute,

Navy Retirements— Fourteen officers and warrant officers of the Navy will retire 
1 Feb. because of physical disability or on voluntary application after 30 years’ 
service. Ranking officer is Capt. Fred F. Rogers, who will retire because of physical 
disability. 

Captain Rogers was born in 1884 at Clinton, IIL, and after graduation from 
Anniapolis saw service from 1906 to 1908 on the Asiatic Station. From 1910 to 1918 
he studied the Japanese language at Tokyo—the first naval officer to be assigned 
to that duty. Later—after serving as navigating oflicer of the Iinois and of the 
Oklahoma during the World War, serving two tours on the staff of the Naval War 
College and seeing other duties—he returned to Tokyo as naval attache, He has 
commanded the Sirius and the Texas and two destroyer divisions. He holds the 
World War Medal with Star, the Bust of Bolivar, the Dominican Campaign Badge, 
Commander of the Military Order of Avis and Mexican Campaign Medal. 

Also retiring for physical disability is Comdr. Terry B. Thompson, who was 
born in Washington, D. C., in 1891. From 1913 to 1915 he participated in the Mexi- 
can Campaign, for which he received the Mexican Campaign Medal, From 1916 to 
1919 he served first as executive, later as commander, of the USS-L-9 in Irish and 
English waters, receiving the Navy Cross and Victory Medal. In 1980 he became 
engineer oflicer of the Lexington, in 1982 commanded the Dallas, in 1936 was 
executive officer on the Medusa, and in 1986 commanded Destroyer Division 12. In 
1988 he was assigned to the Office of Naval Intelligence. 

Another physical retirement is that of Comdr. Charles HL. Savage, MC, 
was born in 1800 at Perdue Hill, Ala.

Army Retired Officers to Duty—In connection with the War Department program 
for ordering 300 retired officers to active duty (264 for Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps duty and 36 for recuiting duty), as reported in the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL 
of 18 Jan., the Department this week directed Corps Area and Department com- 
manders to communicate with retired officers residing in their jurisdictions with a 
view to securing applications for active duty. 

Emphasis will be given to the fact that the proposed active duty is entirely con- 
tingent upon the provision of the necessary funds by Congress. If the funds are pro- 
vided, the retired officers ordered to active duty will be continued on such duty during 
the period of the present emergency, with a minimum period of not less than one 
year, unless sooner relieved for cause. 

Retired officers must meet the physical requirements prescribed in paragraph 
12, AR 40-100. Except where officers are especially desired for a particular assigi- 
ment, no retired officer above the grade of lieutenant colonel or over the age of 4 
years will be ordered to active duty. No officer retired under the provisions of Section 
24b, Nation Defense Act, as amended will be ordered to active duty. For duty with 
the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps, retired officers: (1) Must be graduates of schools 
of their active service branches. (2) Must not have been retired prior to 1929. 

Applicants should state number of dependents, period for which active duty is 
desired, and preferences, if any, as to the locality or place of service and the type of 
duty desired (whether Reserve Officers’ Training Corps or recruiting). 


Roads for National Defense—In cooperation with the Public Roads Administration, 
the War Department is engaged in a detailed study of the improvement of roads within 
the boundaries of military reservations and for the construction of access and other 
essential roads for posts and stations. The subject was discussed during the recent 
conference of Army and Corps Area Commanders in Washington. 

These studies have progressed to the point where the Public Roads Administra- 
tion desires to prepare cost estimates of the specific routes which would be considered 
for construction or improvement.

When the current wars shall come to an 
end, one of the outstanding matters for 
settlement will be that of disarmament. 
Jjnvolved in its determination will be the 
vital factor of security, and, in connee- 
tion therewith, each Government  na- 
turally will seek to obtain concessions 
which will assure it. The difficulties at- 
tendant upon such negotiations are self- 
evident, and our representatives will 
jave to proceed with the greatest care in 
order to prevent the United States from 
wing enmeshed in political commitments 
proposed in order to offset naval and 
military reductions. 
It is to be expected those representa- 
tives, Whoever they will be, will inform 
themselves on the voluminous history of 
disarmament negotiations which  oc- 
cured during the twenties of our century. 
An important part of that history relates 
to the development and signature of the 
1980 naval stabilization Treaty. We are 
fortunate in having it set forth not from 
recollection, but from notes made at the 
tine by General Charles G. Dawes in his 
“Journal as Ambassador to Great Bri 
tain” (Stratford Press, Inc.). The Gen- 
eral properly says that “the difficulties 
of telling at the time ‘which are which’ 
is perhaps one of the reasons why con- 
temporaneous notes so often outweigh in 
value ex-post facto discussion.” 
So, as we read this valuable volume, 
we learn the reasons which animated 
resident Hoover in proposing a limita- 
tion of armaments, the immense amount 
of preliminary discussion which was 
necessary before the Conference could 
tuke place, the gradual narrowing of dif- 
ferences, finally the meeting of the con 
ference, the proposals and counter-pro- 
posals, and ultimately the signature of 
the Treaty by three instead of five powers. 
There was the preliminary necessity of 
developing the “yardstick” which should 
ve the basis of the negotiations. There 
was the struggle between the civilian 
plenary commissioners and the nayal tech- 
nicians. In our case, a split occurred 
over the cruiser question, Admiral Hillary 
P. Jones and some associates insisting 
we should leave the conference rather 
thin abandon our demand for 21 S-inch 
gin vessels, and Admiral William V. 
lratt and other officers arguing we could 
le content with 18 of them, a difference 
of 30,000 tons. Commenting on this issue, 
General Dawes says: “As we were then 
endeavoring to equate two fleets, each of 
1,200,000 tonnage, this illustrates how 
trongly some of our naval people felt. 
And it was more or less so with the naval 
iicers of other countries, who naturally 
lid not Wish to see their ships sunk. This 
ls why a complete mastery of the tech 
tical questions involved made Dwight 
Morrow and Senator Reed such invalu 
dle and influential members of the dele 
gation.”

National Guard Notes 











To all intents and purposes, the Na 
tional Guard has filled the 42,000 vacan 
cles created by the executive order of 8 
Sept, 1030. it was stated this week by the 
National Guard Bureau, 

It was explained that the increase of 
15,000 enlisted men -from 190,000 to 235, 


000-—-included increases authorized in the 
fourth increment (which are also now 
being made), leaving a net of 42,000 


vacancies to be filled in existing units as 
a direct result of the executive order. 

Since September's order, a total of 63, 
300 men have been recruited for the Na 
tional Guard. During the same period 
24.500 vacancies occurred by reason of 
expiration of enlistments, losses of men 
who enlisted in the Regular Army and 
other causes. This left a net increase in 
the guard of 39,000 men only 3,000 short 
of the quota. 


Officers here explained that) this is 
probably as close to the authorized 
strength as the guard will get. Local 


units are not authorized to over-recrult, 
and the constant attrition leaves small 
vacancies in many units, which accumu 
lated over the nation, amount to impres 
sive figures. It is customary to allow a 
two per cent variance between authorized 
and actual strengths. If this percentage 
of tolerance should obtain in each unit it 
would amount to a shortage of 4,700 men 
on the 235,000 basis, a shortage greater 
than now obtains.

A second state to benefit from the ex 
ecutive Increase, as far as increased rank 
for its adjutant general is concerned, is 
New Hampshire, which like Nebraska is 
now entitled to a brigadier general as ad 
ministrator of its National Guard instead 
of a colonel. 

It was reported in the 13 Jan. issue of 
the Army anp Navy JourNAL that Col. 
Guy N. Henninger, adjutant general of 
Nebraska, had been recognized as a 
brigadier general in the National Guoird 
of the United States. Because New Hamp- 
shire, too, has passed from the 1,000 to 
2,000 enlisted man category to the 2,000 
to 4,000 man class, its adjutant general 





is also entitled to a brigadier’s rank in 
the NGUS, 

However, the adjutant general who 
served that State in rank of colonel, 
Charles W. Howard, has retired for age. 
Recognition as brigadier general, NGUS, 
was given by the War Department this 
week to new Adjutant General Charles 
I’. Bowen, 

It should be explained that, although 
Iloward was a colonel in the National 
Guard of the United States, he held rank 
of brigadier general from his State. 

Several new general oflicers are shortly 
due to be recognized in NGUS—two from 
Massachusetts whose papers are now in 
the General Staff, having been approved 
by the National Guard Bureau——and Brig. 
Gen, Edward J. Stackpole, whose recogni- 
tion as major general commanding the 
22nd Cavalry Division is now being pre 
pared by the Bureau. 

The fact that headquarters for that 
division was recognized as this paper went 
to press list week prevented the giving 
of full details of the division set-up. The 
division staff will be organized in com- 
pliance with recently adopted tables of 
organization, with staff officers coming 
from the various States embraced within 
the division in accordance with alloca- 
tions adopted at a conference here last 
year, 

Pennsylvania will get the chief of staff, 
two aides, G-1, G-3, the signal officer, the 
artillery officer, the quartermaster and 
the surgeon, Ohio will get G-2, assistant 
G3 and the judge advocate, Kentucky 
will get G-4, the adjutant general, the in. 
spector general, the ordnance officer and 
the engineer,

Investigate USMC Selection 
(Continued from First Page) 
whether or not the proceedings of his sub- 
committee will be publie or private, de 
clared that he personally favors open 
hearings but would have to be guided by 
the will of the majority of the subcom- 

mittee. 

He declared that it is of prime im- 
portance to remember that his subcom- 
mittee is in no sense an appeal or review 
group to which officers who have been 
passed over may take their greviences. 
The sole question, he stated, is whether or 
not the present selection law for select- 
ing brigadier generals of the Marine 
Corps is just and equitable and promotes 
the best fitted men. 

No decision has been reached as to who 
will be called as witnesses, he said, but 
added that the subcommittee will wel- 
come any pertinent evidence. 

It is understood, however, that several 
members of the Senate committee are dis- 
satisfied with the fact that among the 
colonels passed over when four brigadier 
generals were selected were three officers 
whom they consider eminently fitted for 
selection. These officers are Colonels 
Charles F. BB. Price, EKdward A. Oster- 
mann and Julian C, Smith. 

Ostermann, however, is now adjutant 
and inspector with rank of brigadier 
general, while Colonel Smith is on the 
eligible list for head of a staff depart- 
ment. Both are young enough—General 
Ostermann was born in 1882 and Colonel 
Smith in 1885—to serve their terms and 
revert to colonel before retirement. 

Colonel Price has has had a brilliant 
military record. He was born in 1881 in 
Hamburg, Germany, of American citi- 
zens temporarily residing abroad. Ife has 
seen foreign service in Cuba, Panama 
Mexico, France, Nicaragua, China, is a 
graduate of the field officers’ course, Ma- 
rine Corps Schools, and the Army Com- 
mand and General Staff School. He 
served as instructor in tacties on the staff 
of the Marine Corps Schools, and as di- 
rector of the Field Officers Course. 

He was awarded the Navy Disting- 
uished Service Medal and the Nicaraguan 
Presidential Medal of Merit and was com- 
mended by the Secretary of State, and 
other high officials, for his performance 
of duty in connection with the American 
electoral mission in Nicaragua.

bat vehicles and gun carriages, is down 
for $1,282,500; Springfield Armory, small 
arms factory, is receiving $1,057,500; 
Watertown, which makes carriages for 
coast defense guns and cold works gun 
barrels, is getting $1,340,000, and Water- 
vliet, which machines gun barrels, is al- 
located $750,200, 

Every item being replaced has been de- 
fended by foremen and arsenal managers 
as uneconomical or obsolete. In some 
cases, resulting from the use of old ma- 
chines, production has been slowed and 
made very costly. Other old equipment 


does not even permit munitions to be 
made which meet prescribed tolerances 
of dimensions. Such equipment, 


naturally, is on the priority list for re- 
placement. 

The importance of up-to-date equip- 
ment in arsenals, is even more apparent 
when another factor is considered. Even 
in peacetime, the Army does not make 
nearly all of its munitions, and private 
industry must be shown proper produe- 
tion methods, which because of the cost 
of development, can logically be devised 
only in arsenals, One instance is the new 
M1 semiautomatic rifle. Development of 
this weapon as a test firearm took place 
in Springfield Armory. Here, too, were 
created the dies, tools and gages neces- 
sary for mass production. As a_ result, 
and after the inevitable expenditure of 
substantial sums, the rifle is now being 
turned out at a rate approaching 4,000 a 
month and the way was paved to let a 
contract with a small arms manufacturer 
for 65,000 of the rifles. 

Another example is the current ord 
nance procurement program teken as 4 
whole. This amounts to about $120,000, 
000, exclusive of educational orders and 
renovation of equipment which is per 
formed, not by Ordnance’s Industrial Ser 
vice (the arsenals) but by its Field Ser 
vice. Of this program $60,000,000 worth 
has been awarded directly to private in- 
dustry for major items and of the re 
maining half, about $30,000,000 will go to 
industry in purchases of parts and raw 
materials. Thus the arsenals are directly 
handling only a quarter of the current 
peacetime program (not including educa- 
tional orders which go entirely to private 
coneerns), vet they are working at a peak 
not equalled since the World War. 

General Wesson summarized this ¢ 
operation of arsenals with private man 
facturers both in peace and war with the 
following outline of the mission of the 
arsenal: “We depend on the arsenals for 
research and development in connection 
with new designs and fer improvement 
to be incorporated in existing materiel. 
We depend on them to uncover produt 
tion difficulties in our designs, and 
establish sound methods of manufacture. 
The arsenals are essential for training 
our inspection personnel.” 

This diversified mission, Ordnance be 
lieves, can only be carried out succes* 
fully in up-to-date plants.

At Camp Ord, headquarters of the land 
defense force, the Chief of Staff con- 
ferred with Col. Robert L. Eichelberger, 
Inf. Here and at nearby Presidio of Mon- 
terey, General Marshall saw the huge de- 
fense force made up of Infantry, Cavalry 


and Artillery from both the Regular 
Army forces and the National Guard. He 
was particularly pleased with the fine 


spirit shown by the National Guardsmen 
who, having used up all their alloted time 
for field training, volunteered to partici- 
pate in the Joint Exercises on their own 
time, many coming from as far as San 
Diego. 

The landing force from the invading 
army was composed of the entire Third 
Pivision which had embarked on trans- 
ports and a chartered boat at ports in the 
porth and had rendezvoused far at sea 
with elements of the Fleet. The Division 
took with it all its tanks, artillery, and 
other heavy equipment the first time 
such an expedition had been undertaken. 


On the 19th this force, backed by the 
Fleet, made its landing through the surf 


on the beach at Monterey. General Mar- 
shall witnessed the landing of three bat-

Supplemental Bill Thru Senate 


Reducing the amount of appropriation 
to $251,822,588, the Senate late Thursday 
passed and sent to conference with the 
Ilouse the Emergency Supplemental Ap 
propriation bill for 1940 which carries 
funds to pay for the expansion of the 
Army, Navy and Coast Guard under the 
President’s emergency proclamation and 
executive orders. 

In reducing the figure, the Senate 
lopped $12,788,664 off the amount agreed 
upon by the Hfouse, which in turn had re 
duced original budget estimates by $7, 
388,271. Original estimates, submitted by 
the Bureau of the Budget to the Tlouse 
Appropriations Committee totaled $271 
OO) 53 





The measure as passed by the Senate is 
$20,176,935 under budget requests 

Senate decreases took $3,000,000 from 
the appropriation for field exercises in 
the division and corps maneuvers. In this 
connection, the Senate committee, in re 
porting the bill recommended that the 
War Department be permitted to rent 
land or take options to rent land without 
reference to section 3648 of the revised 
statutes, and also that the Secretary of 
War be authorized to designate an officer 
to approve claims for damages resulting 
from field exercises where the amount in- 
volved does not exceed $500, 

In other Army cuts, $1,000,000 was 
taken from the amount requested for 
Army transportation, $200,000 eliminated 
from the request for the purchase of iand 
in Puerto Rico and $500,000 from the re 
quest for funds for emergency construc 
tion of barracks and quarters in Puerto 
Rico and Panama, 

The committee gave as its reason for 
these cuts the belief that the funds would 
not be necessary before the regular 1941 
Army appropriation bill becomes effec- 
tive. 

A Navy reduction was effected when 
the Senate climinated $1,000,000 of an $8, 
170,846 appropriation for placing of 36 
destroyers, 4 oilers and 1 mine sweeper 
(decommissioned vessels) in readiness 
for recommissioning. Another Navy re- 
duction came as the Senate refused to ap- 
propriate $6,875,000 for the purchase and 
equipment of 81 scout bombers. The Sen- 
ate decided that the necessity for the ad- 
dition of the scout bombers to the Navy 





air arm is not of sufficient importance to 
include them in the emergency bill. 
Language was written into the measure 
to provide automobiles for the new Naval 
attaches in Sweden, Thai (Siam), Vene- 
zuela and the Dominican Republic. 

A reduction of $213,004 was made in 
the Coast Guard appropriation. The 
major portion of this decrease is involved 
in denying funds for the purchase of 46 
new trucks which the Coast Guard had 
requested.

be done. Accordingly, it created the Office of 
the Chief of Naval Operations, ‘who shall, 
under the direction of the Secretary of the 
Navy, be charged with the operation of the 
fleet and with the preparation and readiness 
of plans for its use in war.’ This Office has 
become an invaluable part of the naval or- 
ganization. Later, without congressional ac- 
tion, a Director of Shore Establishments was 
appointed and the Shore Establishments Divi- 
sion created, That an urgent need for such an 
office exists is evidenced by the fact of its 
creation and the further fact of its continued 
existence though under frequent fire. 

“In my opinion it is through this office that 
the needed relief for the Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, the Assistant Secretary of the Navy, and 
the Secretary of the Navy can best be given. 
There are essentially four schools of thought 
regarding this. 

“First school: Leave things as they are. 

“Second school: Increase the powers of 
the Chief of Naval Operations and make him 
the active head of the Navy through whom 
all matters must flow to the Assistant Secre- 
tary and the Secretary of the Navy. That 
is, he would come between the Secretary of 
the Navy and the Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy, and the rest of the organization, 

“Third school; Leave things largely as 
they are but increase the prestige of the Di- 
rector of Shore Establishments and divide 
the work equitably between that official and 
the Chief of Naval Operations. The relation 
of the bureaus to the Director of Shore Es- 
tablishments would be the same as now ex- 
ists with the Chief of Naval Operations, and 
they would in no way be boxed off from the 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy and the 
Secretary of the Navy. 

“Fourth school: Divide the work equitably 
between the Chief of Naval Operations and 
the Director of Shore Establishments but 
give each definite authority over certain 
bureaus. Bureaus would then have access 
to the Assistant Secretary of the Navy and 
the Secretary of the Navy only through the 
Chief of Naval Operations, or through the 
Director of Shore Establishments, 

“These four schools of thought may be 
roughly illustrated by the four diagrams at 
tached hereto, 

“No. 1 has the objection that it does noth- 
ing to relieve the situation complained of. 

“No. 2 is strongly supported by a substan 
tial number in the service, It means that the 
actual control of the Navy will rest with the 
military and not with the civilian heads, This 
objection is serious enough to warrant dis- 
approval without going into other considera- 
tions, 

“No, 8 makes no change in the civillan con 
trol and leaves the bureaus free to contact the 
Secretary of the Navy or Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy. It does not disturb existing re- 
lations between the bureaus and the Chief of 
Naval Operations in principle, nor affect the 
relations of the Chief of Naval Operations with 
the Secretary and the Assistant Secretary. 
These relations have all been time tested and 
are known to work. What does happen is 
that when matters affecting shore operations 
come up they will be largely cleared through 
the office of the Director of Shore Establish- 
ments, leaving the Chief of Naval Operations 
freer to pursue his statutory duties of operat- 
ing and fighting the fleet. 

“No. 4 has the same objection as No. 2 
except that there are two men instead of one 
between the civilian heads and the rest of the 
organization. 

“It is not the purpose of this letter to enter 
into a discussion of all the pros and cons of 
each of these plans. I merely wish to high- 
light the subject and make a recommendation 
as a basis for final decision. I recommend 
Plan 3 be adopted and implemented either by 
Presidential Executive order, under his re- 
organization powers, or by act of Congress at 
this session, in language substantially as fol- 
lows: 

“The business of the Navy Department not 
specifically assigned by law shall be dis- 
tributed in such a manner as the Secretary 
of the Navy shall judge to be expedient and 
yroper among the bureaus and offices of the 
Navy Department. 

“There is hereby created the Office of 
Shore Operations, at the head of which there 
shall be a Chief of Shore Operations who 
may be either an officer of the Navy or a 
civilian. He shall be appointed by the Presi- 
dent, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, for a period of 4 years. No per- 
son shall be appointed Chief of Shore Opera- 
tions who has not the requisite ability, ex- 
perience, and training and who is not other- 
wise competent to execute the duties of his 
office. 

“The Chief of Shore Operations, if he be 
an officer of the Navy, shall, while so serv- 
ing as such Chief of Shore Operations, have 
the rank and title of admiral, to take rank 
next after the Chief of Naval Operations, 
and shall receive the same pay and allow- 
ances as are or may be prescribed by law 
for said Chief of Naval Operations. Pro- 
vided, if the Chief of Shore Operations be a 
civilian he shall receive a salary of $10,000 
per annum, Provided further, that should a 
naval officer be retired while serving as 
Chief of Shore Operations, or be retired 
subsequent to the completion of his term of 





office as such, he shall be retired with the 

rank and retired pay of admiral. 

“During the temporary absence of both 
the Secretary and The Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy the succession to act as Secre- 
tary of the Navy shall be as follows in the 
order named; The Chief of Shore Operations, 
if he be a civilian; otherwise the Chief of 
Naval Operations, and if he be absent also 
then the Chief of Shore Operations. 

“The Secretary of the Navy is the respon 
sible head of the Navy. In essence the legisla- 
tion outlined would provide him with three 
executive assistants. The Assistant Secretary 
would assist in the realm of general duties; 
the Chief of Naval Operations in the realm 
of military and fleet problems; the Chief of 
Shore Operations in shipbuilding, civilian, and 
other shore establishment matters. Working 
in close cooperation the three would act as a 
sort of executive committee for the Navy, 
with both fleet and shore viewpoints repre- 
sented and a policy member present to break 
a tie. 

“With such a set-up a far better balance 
would be effected. 

“Any organization, if it is to continue to be 
efficient, should be altered from time to time 
to keep pace with changing conditions. The 
proposal which I have outlined not only meets 
present conditions but provides that needed 
flexibility so lacking in the rigidity of exist- 
ing law.” 


Admiral Pratt’s Comments 


Admiral W. V. Pratt, USN-Ret., form- 
erly the Chief of Naval Operations, fa- 
vored the continuation of the Bureau 
system. He said that the Navy was un- 
prepared when we entered the World War 
but that this was due to “imperfect or- 
ganization within the Department it- 
self.” “The aid system,” he said, “clashed 
with the bureau system, and only when 
the bureau system was rounded out by 
the Office of Operations, did things begin 
to work smoothly.” Under the present 
system, he contended, the difficulties can 
be easily handled. 

Kixcerpts from Admiral Pratt’s letter 
follow: 


“It is not a matter of paper plan, which 
requires another law to put it into effect. It 
is simply a matter of discussion and agree 
ment amongst the key men in the Bureaus 
themselves, which might result in some mod 
ifications in the working scheme of the pres 
ent system, But the Department itself is not 
in need of a general reorganization. 

“There is one fault I have to find today. It 
is not with the present central organization, 
called the bureau system. The fault T find 
is a detail, and lies in the administration of 
the system, In the time of peace, stress of 
administrative work has sometimes permit 
ted detail to supplant fundamental war train 
ing. The effect is felt in the fleet, which, over 
whelmed with paper work and reports, can 
not find the necessary time in the 24 hours 
of a day to attend properly to its more se 
rious job, that of building up the most effi- 
clent war machine. The remedy for this state 
of affairs lies on the doorsteps of the various 
bureau chiefs, and in the office of the Seere- 
tary himself. The present bureau system does 
not need reorganization to effect this remedy, 
nor do T see how the new scheme could do it 
better than the old. The remedy lies easily 
within the power of the present organization, 
to ameliorate conditions in the fleet. 

“Under the personnel section of the reor 
ganization bill, IT have this comment to make: 
Undoubtedly, there are many excellent sug- 
gestions in the bill. Nevertheless, I would 
prefer to have reorganization and personnel 
treated in two separate bills. There has been 
so much ill-advised and sketchy legislation in 
the past, in the matter of personnel, that the 
subject has become a thorn in the side of the 
Naval Establishment. I would prefer to see 
a Board appointed to consider the subject, 
and to draw up a plan, just as a war plan 
would be made, for if there be any weak link 
in the chain of the Naval Establishment to 
day, to me it seems to lie in personnel——that 
is, in the matter of handling the subject of 
selection. My only suggestion would be that 
the Board take as its mission for the plan, the 
efficiency of the Navy, and not the interests 
of any particular class of officers, or indi- 
viduals, or the flow of promotion, but what 
would be for the best interests of the service.” 


Admiral Standley Seeks Power for CNO 


Admiral W. H, Standley, USN-Ret., a 
former Chief of Naval Operations, also 
opposed Mr. Vinson’s plan and strongly 
endorsed the present Bureau system. Ad- 
miral Standley, however, urged that the 
Chief of Naval Operations be given more 
power over the Bureau chiefS. He says 
that when Mr. Vinson proposed a similar 
reorganization plan in 1933, he opposed it 
on three grounds, first that no reorganiza- 
tion was desired or necessary; second, 
that the proposed organization was defec- 





tive; and third, he felt that the then-ex- 
isting organization with governing regu- 
lations provided ample machinery and di- 
rectors for the most effective use of the 
naval forces. The first and second of 
these objections, Admiral Standley said, 
still hold, but as to the third, he added, 
“My three and a half years’ experience as 
Chief of Naval Operations served to con- 
vince me that the ‘existing bureau organi 
vation’ with governing regulations were 
not adequate nor sufficient to produce the 
most effective use of naval forces in na- 
tional defense.” 

Admiral Standley continued: 

“As a result of my extended experience in 
the Office of Operations as indicated in the 
foregoing, it is my reasoned opinion that the 
present administration, as to military con 
trol of the Naval Establishment, does need 
strengthening and that such strengthening 
can and should be accomplished by a few 
changes in the basic laws. These changes 
will not upset the present Navy Department 
bureau organization nor will they even tem 
porarily result in decreased naval effective- 
ness; such as would be the case with the 
wholesale redesignation, redistribution of 
duties, and reorganization outlined in the pro- 
posed bill. 

“As a follow-up on the preceding and as a 
practical means of removing the existing 
causes of confusion and controversy and of 
placing authority commensurate with mili- 
tary responsibility where it properly belongs, 
the following steps are recommended: 

“(a) Amend the present law (sec, 419, Rev. 
Stat.) to read: 

“The necessary business of the entire 
Naval Establishment shall be distributed 
among the legally constituted bureaus and 
offices of the Navy in such manner as the 
Secretary of the Navy may direct. All acts 
or parts of acts which conflict with this pro- 
vision are hereby repealed. 

“(b) Amend the present law so as te permit 
the Secretary of the Navy to transfer, within 
definite liberal limits, funds from one naval 
appropriation to another. 

“(c) Amend the act of Mareh 3, 
read as follows: 

“There shall be a Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions who shall be an officer on the active 
list of the Navy, appointed by the Presi 
dent, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate, from among the officers of 
the line of the Navy, not below the grade 
of captain, for a period of four years, who 
shall, under the direction of the Secretary 
of the Navy, be charged with the operations 
of the fleet and with the preparations and 
readiness of plans for its use in war. He 
shall so coordinate all repairs and altera 
tions to vessels and the supply of person 
nel, material, and equipment thereto as to 
insure at all times the maximum readiness 
of the fleet for war, and to this end the 
Chief of Naval Operations shall have au 
thority over all bureaus and offices of the 
Navy * * *, 

“If the foregoing changes are enacted into 
law the Navy Department would function as 
an effective military organization and the 
question of reorganization would never again 
be raised, but so long as the authority of the 
Chief of Naval Operations can be questioned 
on legal grounds, just so long will there be 
demands for changes of one sort or another.” 


Admiral Bloch Would Abolish Bureaus 

Admiral CC, C. Bloch, USN, reporting as 
Cin€ of the Fleet, which post he held at 
that time, while not favoring the bill as 
written, recognized the need for reorgani- 
zation and suggested modifications. As 
to the personnel provisions, he said he be 
lieves “that no matter what personnel leg

Excerpts from Admiral Bloch’s letter 
follow: 

“My proposed modification would place the 
Office of Naval Material subordinate to the 
Chief of Naval Operations. By so placing the 
Office of Naval Material, the control of the 
Chief of Naval Operations over the coordi 
nation of the various material activities, de 
sign, alteration, and material upkeep would 
be legalized. 

“The bill as written appears to be too vague 
and indefinite to really make a comprehensive 
analysis of it. Ilowever, it does abolish the 
bureaus as such and groups them either un 
der ‘Material’ or the Secretary's office. In my 
proposed modification, I regroup the existing 
bureaus so that they are either under ‘Opera 
tions’ or ‘Material.’

The 
Judge Advocate General can no renson 
why, in the interests of efficiency and by all 
laws of right and wrong, as well as the prac 
tice in nearly every other armed force in the 
world, the senior oflicer in the Navy, acting 
in an executive capacity as the chief naval 
ndviser to the President through the Secre 
tary of the Navy, should not be empowered, 
subject of course to the orders of the Secre 
tary, to direct the activities of every unit of 
the Naval Establishment instead of having to 
request the cooperation, of all things, of com 
ponent parts of the Navy Department itself.

Admiral DuBose Endorses Reorganization 


Rear Adm, Duliose, (CC), USN,

Admiral Land in Accord with Features

Congress is continuing to deal with 
appropriation bills in a fashion that 
promises expenditures for the next fiscal 
year below the estimates of the Presi- 
dent. By these cuts, which will affect the 
Army and Navy, it hopes to avoid any 
increase in the National Debt limit, which 
Secretary Morgenthau proposed be ad- 
vanced from $45 to 50 billions, and revi- 
sion of taxes upward. The attitude of 
Congress differs from that of the Gov- 
ernor of New York, who has recom 
mended the continuance of the full State- 
aid program and the imposition of higher 
taxes, 

Besides the economy attitude of Con- 
gress, an encouraging development of the 
week was the announcement that Great 
Britain and France are arranging to 
purchase a billion dollars worth of mili- 
jury supplies in the United States. The 
President has appointed a committee to 
study European war orders, and in co- 
operation with our manufacturers, ar- 
range for them to be filled in a manner 
that will not interfere with our own mili- 
tary and naval programs, especially in 
connection with airplane production, An- 
other feature of the Allied orders is the 
necessity under the Neutrality Act of 
their payment in cash, which will require 
the liquidation of American securities 
held by them. As it is to their interest 
as well as our own to effect such liquida- 
tion without causing depreciation in 
prices, orderly sales may be expected. 

In its January Survey of Current 
Business, the Department of Commerce 
reports that the prospects for business in 
the first half of 1940 remain uncertain, 
although the level of activity is currently 
well above that of the first quarter of 
1939. “Production in the basic indus 
tries during the final quarter of 1939,” 
continues the Survey, “has matched that 
of the best quarter of 1929. But with in- 
dustrial activity not being supported at 
present by a volume of incoming business 
of corresponding magnitude, some read- 
justment in productive activity can 
hardly be avoided as the backlogs of 
orders are reduced, Buying policies dur- 
ing the fall rush were predicated largely 
upon covering requirements for some 
months ahead rather than upon immedi- 
ate needs. As these commitments brought 
company positions into line with their 
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raised expectations regarding sales 
trends and inventory needs, purchasing 
settled down to a replacement basis. The 
mere cessation of inventory accumulation 
can only result in some decline in indus- 
trial activity unless a prompt expansion 
in consumption, investment, or export de- 
mand, not now in evidence, should come 
in as an offsetting influence. 

“What is uncertain at this time is the 
magnitude and duration of the reaction 
to come in the next few months. The 
fact that inventory holdings have been 
and are still being enlarged through pre- 
vious commitments is an unfavorable 
factor in the present situation. The atti- 
tude taken toward these holdings may 
largely determine the extent of the read- 
justment. There are several factors on 
the favorable side which militate against 
liquidation. The advance in prices, par- 
ticularly retail prices, has not been as 
large as seemed likely two months ago. 
Ilence, an expanded volume of goods 
should continue to be taken off the mar- 
ket by consumers. The prospects for farm 
income have been strengthened by the 
December rise in the prices of a few agri- 
cultural staples, principally wheat and 
cotton, Activity in the construction in- 
dustry has been well maintained during 
recent months, and a continuance of the 
expansion of 1939 into the spring of next 
year would provide added stimulus to the 
economic structure. Furthermore, there 
has been a sizable increase in commit- 
ments for capital expenditures by busi- 
ness in the past four months and the ac- 
tivity created by it will be felt during the 
first quarter of 1940.”

Admiral Peoples’ Comments 


Rear Adm. Christian Joy Peoples, 
(SC), USN, formerly head of the procure- 
ment Division of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, and long an outstanding expert on 
Navy supply, told Mr. Vinson that “Any 
organization will work provided there be 
proper understanding, qualified execu- 
tives at the head of it, and loyal assistants 
to the head thereof. So whatever defects 
may exist in the organization of the Navy 
Department have largely been overcome 
through the high character of the officers 
selected to run and be a part of it.” 

Without a complete reorganization, he 
said, the Secretary of the Navy has full 
power to overcome some of the existing 
defects. He believes the chiefs of bureaus 
or their legal assistants should be made a 
part of the staff of the Chief of Naval 
Operations “so that when matters of 
policy are agreed to and approved each 
will go back to his own bureau to carry 
out the details involved in such policy.” 

Concerning the personnel features, Ad- 
miral Peoples, recalling testimony he 
made in 1934, expressed favor in a modi- 
fied amalgamation under which the Sup- 
ply Corps would be combined with the line 
on a single promotion list, the supply offi- 
cer taking his position thereon next after 
his running mate in the line, with the des- 
ignation “Supply Duty Only” immediately 
after his name. Thereafter all details of 
“S.D.0.’s” should be from oflicers of the 
line who have had at least three years’ sea 
duty ; officers of the line, Naval Academy 
graduates only, up to and including the 
rank of lieutenant, would be permitted to 
be detailed temporarily in supply duty. 
Discussing this, Admiral Peoples said: 

“The advantages of amalgamation = are 
many, both direct and indirect, but more 
largely indirect, for by taking the Supply 
Corps people from the same source of colleg- 
inte training a better Navy spirit is inculeated. 
They have gone through the ‘weeding out’ 
process of 4 years’ training and, as they are 
sea-going officers, they are better equipped by 
far than those taken directly from civil life. 
Amalgamation would result in ‘less corps, 
more Navy.’ 

“Amalgamation from a corps point of view 
will not be a particularly popular measure— 
arguments against it being that it will affect 
‘esprit de corps.’ I believe that ‘esprit de 
Navy’ will be broadened and that there will 





be exactly the same spirit in specialization as 
there is and better than now for the simple 
reason that all officers come from the same 
source, go through the same ‘weeding out’ 
process, are inculeated with the same ideals, 
have the same training in the language of the 
sea up to a certain point, and then becoming 
specialists carry on further detailed activities 
in their specialized spheres.” 


Merchant Marine 

Laying of keels of 62 additional mer- 
chant vessels by 30 June 1941, as out- 
lined in this column last week, was seri- 
ously threatened by action of the House 
of Representatives which has passed and 
sent to the Senate an Independent Ofli- 
cers appropriations bill which cuts the 
1941 budget estimates of the Maritime 
Commission from $200,000,000 to $125,- 
000,000 and removes entirely authority 
to incur contractural obligations for an 
additional $150,000,000. The cut was 
made on the floor, though $25,000,000 was 
removed in committee. 

Rear Admiral Kmory 8S. Land, USN- 
Ret., commission chairman, will go this 
week before the Senate Appropriations 
Committee to urge restoration of the 
cuts. 

It is pointed out that the accelerated 
construction program, now under con 
tract was begun not with funds on hand 
but on contractural obligations which 
the $200,000,600 budget seeks to fulfill. 
The new contractural authority is to 
make additional construction possible 
during the coming year. A commission 
spokesman stated this week that $125, 
000,000 will not meet the payments which 
must be made during the fiscal year 1941 
to contractors on construction underway. 

Old Ships On Block 

Although one bidder for purchase of 
four laid-up vessels in the Maritime 
Commission’s fleet offered $1 for the SS 
Mount Vernon, a survey of bids opened 
25 Jan. revealed that the government has 
been offered fair sums for each of the 
four coal-burning passenger liners which 
were seized from the Germans on decla- 
ration of war in 1917 and which for many 
years have been tied up at Solomon’s Is- 
land, Md. 

The ships will not be sold for commer- 
cial use, which means they probably are 
to go for scrap, nor will they be sold to 
a belligerent nation. 

Highest bid was an offer of $286,715 
for the SS George Washington, made by 
a New York firm bidding for a London 
firm. Another company bidding for a 
Scottish concern offered $276,603.04 for 
the Monticello, $256,814.88 for the Mount 
Vernon, and $243,941.60 for the America. 
Three United States firms submitted 
slightly lower bids. 

As a result of offer to scrap the four 
old vessels, rumors are current that the 
government’s laid-up fleet is to be dis- 
posed of in whole or part. The commis- 
sion in reply stated this week: 

“The laid-up fleet is not for sale. 

“It is not available for charter. 

“Tf and when this policy is revised, 
appropriate public announcement to that 
effect will be made.” 

Cadet Examinations 

About 450 young men have been ap- 
proved as qualified to take examinations 
29 Jan. for deck and engineer cadetships 
on commission owned and subsidized ves- 
sels and certain other vessels of the 
American Merchant Marine. 

This will be the second such examina- 
tion to be given throughout the country. 
The first, held last year, established an 
eligible list of 166 which is now about ex- 
hausted. A new eligible list will be set 
up about 15 March as the result of the 
forthcoming examination. 

A study of the list of approved appli- 
cants shows that the Army is more inter- 
ested in the merchant marine than the 
Navy. CCC enrollees are also numbered 
among the applicants. Names only—not 
ratings or titles — of applicants were 
given, but from the addresses it appears 
that one enlisted man of the Navy and 
one of the Marine Corps is an approved 
applicant, while soldiers to take the ex- 
amination number seven. One merchant 
seaman, now training at a Maritime Ser- 
vice Training Station, is desirous of be- 





coming an officer via the cadet route,

Cirgo Ship Transfers Approved 
Approval of sale to a London firm of 
four ocean-going cargo vessels, built jp 
119 and 1920, was given this week by 
the Maritime Commission. The ships are 
the Delawarean, Louisianan, Tennesseeap 
and Indianan, of the American Hawaiiay 
Steamship Company. Two other ships of 
the same ages, the Oakwood and Waban, 
of Lykes Bros. Steamship Company, are 
also to be sold to the British. 





Equine Encephalomyelitis 
Last year horses and mules pertaining 
to the Regular Army, National Guard, 
and ROTC units were vaccinated against 
equine encephalomyelitis with a vaccine 
prepared by the Army Veterinary School, 
Army Medical Center, Washington, D, ¢. 
No cases of the disease occurred among 
these vaccinated animals. 
Vaccine will again be made available 
by the Army Veterinary School for re 
vaccination of all animals prior to the 
next encephalomyelitis season — which, 
from past experience, can be expected to 
start about the middle of June. 
As it is important that encephalomye 
litis vaccine be freshly prepared and used 
aus soon after its manufacture as possible 
the Army Veterinary School will start 
shipping the vaccine as fast as it is pro 
duced and tested. It is contemplated 
that shipments will commence on or 


about Mareh 15, 1940.

The War on Land 

Apparently attempting to remedy one 
of the greatest military mistakes of their 
campaign against Finland, the Russians 
were reported this week to be busily en 
gaged in bringing up artillery and am 
munition along the southern front. At 
the outset Stalin sent about 20 Infantry 
Divisions against the Finns but failed to 
provide them with the artillery neces 
sary for their progress and support. 

It appears that now, particularly since 
General Stern has taken over the com 
mand, artillery being moved up the 
Karelian Isthmus. Tlow much has been 
sent up and whether more will be sup 
plied is not known, but reports from Hel 
sinki this week hold that numerous at 
tacks along the Mannerheim line and to 
the north and east of Lake Ladoga has 
been as futile as past efforts by the Rus 
sians. Nevertheless the efforts continued, 
the Reds seemingly willing to continue 
their greater in order to wear 
down the valiant and stubborn Finns. 

Some of the greatest action was said 
to be at Kollaanjoki where the Finns 
beat back Red units endeavoring to drive 
southwestward toward Kitelae, on Lake 
Ladoga’s northern shore. Reports from 
Helsinki said that hundreds of Russians 
had been killed and three tanks de 
stroyed. The Reds, it was said, retreated 
east of the Hollaanjoki river. 

The Reds started a long range bom 
bardment of Viborg during the week, 
which the Finns regard as most serious, 
it indicating the type of artillery now in 
the hands of the invaders. Viborg itself 
is largely evacuated and actual damage, 
it is said, is confined to wooden dwelling 
houses, Nevertheless it indicates that

ing concrete was known. Hints at what 
might be expected were delected from 
dispatches by the Finnish censors, he 
said. It was at Salla that the Finns suf- 
fered their first big defeat at the outset 
of hostilities. Later the Finns pushed the 
Russians back a short distance and at- 
tempted an encircling movement which 
was not completed. Now it may be that 
the defense has determined to straighten 
things out in that region. 


Naval Expansion Bill 

The steadily decreasing scope of the 
naval authorization bill now before the 
louse Naval Affairs Committee was ac 
centuated this week when Chairman Carl 
Vinson, on the heels of his introduction 
of a bill limiting the program to three 
years, had the Navy Department present 
figures on a two year program. Ile said 
that he may introduce a new bill based 
on the two year program. 


Rear Adm. Samuel M. Robinson, Co 
ordinator of Naval Shipbuilding, pre 
sented to the committee a program in 


volving two years, (the fiscal years 1{M1 
and M2) which would provide 167,000 
tons of combatant vessels and 125,000 
tons of auxiliary vessels. This represents 
an 10 percent increase in the combatant 
tonnage of the Navy, with a larger per 
centage of increase in the auxiliary ton 
nage. The larger increase in auxiliary 
tonnage was justified on the grounds 
that the Navy is greatly lacking in aux 
iliaries and new vessels in this category 
are urgently needed, 

The 167,000 ton program would provide 
21 vessels, which added to the 42 replace 
ment vessels now authorized but not ap 
propriated for and the 1 vessels in the 
HHT appropriation estimates would give 
the Navy a S2 ship program over the two 
year period. Admiral Robinson testified 
that the Navy could lay all of these ves 
sels down during that time. Such a pre 
gram, he said would require a $15,000,000 
exprnsion in facilities at Navy Yards and 
SO.000,000 expansion at private yards. 

Earlier in the week, on Tuesday, 23 
Jan, Rear Adm. Alexander Tl. Van 
Keuren, Chief of the Bureau of Construe 
tion and Repair, told the committee that 
the operation of the Walsh-Healy Act, 
Which requires that Navy Yards conform 
to labor regulations set up by the Secre 
tary of Labor, has caused some delay in 
the building program through inability 
to get material. 

Rear Adm. Jolin Il. Towers, Chief of 
the Bureau of Aeronautics made his first 


appearance before the committee at 
Tuesday's session. Tle urged that the 
committee seta minimum of 4,900 naval 
airplanes. The original measure called 


for a GOO0 plane maximum while existing 
law calls for a S000 plane minimum, 
Lighter Than Air 

In connection with the provisions of the 
bill calling for the maintenance of a theet 
lighter-than-air ships, Admiral 
Towers declared that the blimp is “ex 
tremely useful in war for patrol over sea 
lanes outside harbors ond alone the 
cousts.” Thirty-six lighter-thanmair ships 
represent the Navy's war needs and not 
necessarily normal requirements, Ad 
miral Towers said.
